The Street Furniture Revenue Fund provides funds for transit related projects, sidewalk 
projects, curb / sidewalk improvements, beautification projects needed to improve conditions 
for public transit patrons, and all expenses relating or incidental thereto, as well as on general 
services to the conununity in each Council District. 

The Bureau of Street Services conducts a dedicated street improvement program in 
Council District 13. This effort is of special benefit for the residents of the City and for 
Council District 13 and deserves financial assistance from the City. 

Sufficient funds are available in the Council District 13 portions of the Street Furniture 
Revenue Fund as well as the AB 1290 Fund which could appropriately be transferred to the 
Bureau of Street Services. 


I TKERfrORE mOYE that $358,955 in the Council District 13 portion of the 
Street Furniture Revenue Fund No. 43D-50 AND $391,045 in the AB1290 Fund No. 53P, 
Account No. 281213 (CD 13 Redevelopment Projects - Services), (TOTAL $750,000), be 
transferred / appropriated to the below listed accounts and in the amounts specified in the 
Street Services Fund No. 100-86 to support a dedicated street improvement program in 
Council District 13 including tree trimming, sidewalk repair and other improvement projects:

PUBLIC SAFETY 


Human Trafficking is a significant issue in the United States, and Los Angeles is a major 
entry point into the country for people being trafficked fi'om overseas. In addition, people from 
other parts of the United States are often trafficked through the City, whieh, due to its size, makes 
it easier to hide people from law enforcement. Human Trafficking is particularly problematic in 
LAPD’s Operations-South Bureau (OSB) and Operations-Valley Bureau (OVB). In an effort to 
combat this problem, the Poliee Department operates a Human Trafficking Task Force in each 
bureau, which couples law enforcement with serviee providers in an effort to address this problem 
in a holistic maimer. 


Since the start of the COVID-19 pandemic, there has been a rise in the demand for services 
from various organizations in the City who service victims of human trafficking and abuse. Given 
that these organizations work hand in hand with law enforcement to provide the support needed 
for victims, it is important to ensure these operations could continue to properly function 
throughout the pandemic and after.

MOTION 


The climate emergency continues to intensify nearly beyond comprehension. Cal Fire announced that, compared to 
last year's record-breaking wildfire season, California has already seen over 2,650 more fires and a nearly 2000% 
increase in the acres burned year-to-date across all jurisdictions. Additionally, a severe heat wave over the 
weekend broke numerous records across California including the highest temperature ever recorded in LA County 
at 121 degrees Fahrenheit 

All efTorts must be accelerated to reduce the greenhouse gas emissions of City- operations. 

Yet the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power (LADWP) did not reveal the existence of a methane leak at 
the Valley Generating Station until it was exposed by a Jet Propulsion Laboratory emission leakage study. 

Methane is a greenhouse gas that is 86 times more potent than carbon dioxide in the short term. LADWP 
announced it will be unable to fix this leak, which is a climate hazard, until at least November. 

Power utilities also deals with other cnomously-dangerous greenhouse gases, including SF^ (sulfiir hexafluoride), 
which is used as an insulating material for medium and high-voltage electrical installations. It is also a climate 
pollutant that is 23^500 times more potent than carbon dioxide. Relatively tiny atmospheric concentrations of SFti 
can have disproportionately large effects on global temperatures. LADWP announced in 2014 it would pursue 
membership in the SF^ Emission Reduction Partnership for Electric Power Systems in an ongoing effort to share 
best practices to reduce SFe emissions. LADWP has been required to report to the California Air Resources Board 
about its SF<i emissions, with a goal of 1 percent by 2020 from a baseline of 10 percent in 2011. 

LADWP operates or sources its power from a large number of plants, stations and dams throughout the Western 
U.S., and operates and maintains thousands of electrical substations and hundreds of field switches, and maintains 
thousands of miles of distribution and transmission lines. Leaks may occur anywhere throughout the power system. 

As it continues to address climate disruption, the Council must know what other leaks may exist throughout 
LADWP’s operations. Because LADWP did not immediately report the existence of the Valley Generating Station 
methane leak, it is essential that the Department report to the Council and public on the existence of any leaks at 
any of its power plants or throughout its operations, its institutional understanding of the health impacts and 
climate disruption impacts of all its greenhouse gas and toxic emissions, including CO-, CH4, and SF^. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that tiie City Council request the LADWP to report back on the existence of any leaks at 
any of its power plants or throughout its operations of any greenhouse gas and/or toxic emissions. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Council request the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power (LADWP) to 
report back in 30 days on the Dqjartment’s institutional understanding of the health impacts and dangers to the 
global climate of leaking emissions related to departmental operations and of existing emissions reductions goals, 
including but not limited to; methane (CH^), carbon dioxide (CO2), and sulfur hexafluoride (SFe). 

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Council request the LADWP to report back on any plans to provide education to 
its employees and contractors and create deep institutional knowledge and a strong sense of urgency about the 
impacts to climate disruption and to health of an>^ related leaks from power plants or other utility' operations.

HOMELESSNESS AND POVERT 


MOTION 

Data from the 2020 Point In Time Homeless Count indicates a 16.1% Increase in homelessness 
City-wide, with 41,290 individuals experiencing homelessness in the City of Los Angeles. These 
numbers have continued to rise over the past few years as a result of multiple factors, including a 
city-wide housing shortage, increased economic stresses resulting in unemployment and 
under-employment. 

In fiscal year 2020-21, the City will invest $40 million in general funds for homeless services programs 
through the Los Angeles Housing Services Authority [LAHSA], mostly interim housing and shelter costs, 
street outreach and hygiene programs. About $70 million in additional State and Federal funds are 
provided by the City to LAHSA. 

The City Council and Mayor approve funds and programs for LAHSA to implement the City's Enhanced 
Comprehensive Homeless Strategy. Additionally, the City Administrative Officer, Chief Legislative 
Analyst, Mayor's Office and Housing + Community Investment Department (HCID) all provide direction 
to LAHSA. LAHSA executes these strategies through approximately eight to ten annual contracts with 
service providers administered through HCID. The contract performance requirements, however, do 
not necessarily reflect a uniform way to measure the implementation of goals and strategies stated in 
the ECHS. These differing measurements limit the City's capacity to assess and compare program 
performance when allocatiiig funds and selecting program priorities. 

In order to promote accountability and cost-effectiveness in the delivery of services to the homeless 
population of Los Angeles, the City should ensure that homeless services programs, metrics and 
measures of success are uiiiform and aligned to strategic goals, and effectively track measurable 
outcomes, in order to evaluate the costs and benefits of services delivered by LAHSA and its nonprofit 
partners through its own contract administration.

1 THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the Administrative Office and the Chief 
Legislative Analyst, with input from the Mayor’s Office, LAHSA and die Housing + Community 
Investinent Department, to develop a unified, streamlined reporting system for all LAHSA-funded 
programs and activities to measure contract performance, and dollars spent per-person, per-program, 
and incorporate this data into the Enhanced Comprehensive Homeless Strategy report presented to 
Coimcil and Mayor each quarter. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the City Council instruct LAHSA to report to the City all service delivery and 
outeome measurements that subredpient service providers currently report to LAHSA for City-funded 
programs. 

1 FURTHER MOVE, that the City Council instruct the -Qwef Administrative Office, Chief Legislative 
Analyst, and LAHSA, pursuant to CF 20-0042, to align the stated goals in the Enhanced Comprehensive 
Homeless Strategy with the contract reporting metrics required by various City entities.

reporting or other administrative requirements established by LAHSA.

MOTION 


The City ovms an approximately 57,750 square foot (1.32 acre) vacant property near Beverwil 
Drive in Council District 5 (APN: 4309-002-901) (Property). The property is located along 
Beverwil Dr. and a Los Angeles County Flood Control Channel. 

The City is currently in the process of selling a portion of the Property adjacent to 2315, 2551, 
2301,2215, and 2311 Beverwil Dr. to proper^ owners who have expressed an interest in 
purchasing the portion of the property that is directly adjacent to their properties through the 
Own a Piece of Los Angeles program (OPLA C.F. 07-1894-Sl). Together, these five current 
sales will reduce the City’s property ownership to 57,750 square feet. 

The adjacent property owners have proposed that they be permitted to purchase portions of the 
vacant 57,750 sq. ft. Beverwil Dr. property. The property poses fire hazards to the surrounding 
residences, and the property owners adjacent to the parcel seek to use a portion of the vacant 
property to provide a safe buffer to protect their homes. The location of the Property has also 
made it a prime location for trespassers in the past. 

To proceed, the vacant 57,750 sq. ft. Beverwil Dr. property should be declared surplus and the 
City Administrative Officer, with the assistance of the Department of General Services (GSD) 
and the City Attorney, should evaluate the feasibility of a public auction. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council instruct the General Services Department 
to take the following actions: 

1. Find that the Property is no longer needed for any City Puqpose and declare the City- 
owned parcel located near Beverwil Drive in Council District 5 (APN: 4309-002-901) 
surplus asset and follow all surplus sale procedures including notice requirements: and 

2. Conduct a Class “A” appraisal of the Property; and 

3. Initiate the public auction process of this parcel; and 

4. Instruct the City Administrative Office to evaluate the sale of this parcel; and 

5. Direct GSD, with the assistance of the City Attorney, to take all necessary steps and 
prepare all required documents to effectuate the potential auction of the parcel.

MOTION 


A pedestrian tunnel under Olympic Blvd. at Selby Avenue (Selby Tunnel) has for decades provided pedestrian 
access across Olympic Blvd. for residents who want to avoid vehicular tralSc. 

Over the last several years, concern has increased among tunnel users, including families of students at 
Westwood Charter School, that this open-access pedestrian tunnel is creating a public safety hazard. Users have 
reported that during early morning trips into the tunnel-, they are greeted by a series of concerns, including, but 
not limited to: human feces, broken alcohol bottles, drug paraphernalia, trash, excessive graffiti and people 
camping in the tunnel. City Sanitation crews are called out regularly to repair, clean and disinfect the tunnel. 

City Bureau of Engineering staff recently prepared a document which investigated and outlined the various 
options for improving safety in the tunnel, including allowing a community group to gate the tunnel, and retain 
the ability to open and close it for daytime use, as well as permanently plugging the structure. 

The community has expressed a desire to close this tunnel yet allow for limited entry for students and their 
families and others during daytime hours. This would diminish illegal or anti-social activity in the tunnel so that 
students and residents can safely use the tunnel during the day. A community non-profit has been identified to 
handle the opening and closing of the potential gate as needed. It is possible that the Department of Public 
Works Office of Community Beautification might be the appropriate partner in such a scenario. 

Pursuant to State Vehicle Code Section 21101.4, the City can authorize the temporary closure of public streets, 
alleys, and walkways to mitigate criminal activity. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Engineer, with the assistance of the Department of Transportation and any 
other appropriate City departments, be instructed to report with recommendations to temporarily close the 
pedestrian tunnel at Selby Avenue and Olympic Boulevard to abate the public safety issues occurring at this 
site, and create a process for the city to work in coordination with the neighborhood for oversight of operation 
and maintenance of this tunnel.

MOTION 

On January 27, 2017, the Council conditionally approved the vacation of a portion of the 
T-shaped alley westerly of Figueroa Street between Florence Avenue and 73Street (C.F. 16- 
0206). The property owner seeking the vacation, UHL Figueroa LLC, is still pursuing the vacation. 
However, the vacation conditions as approved by the Council have not been complied with and 
the vacation approval has expired. In order to provide the owner with additional time to comply 
with the conditions recommended by the Bureau of Engineering, vacation proceedings for this area 
should be re-initiated. 

1 THEREFORE MOVE that street vacation proceedings for a portion of the T-shaped alley 
westerly of Figueroa Street between Florence Avenue and 73^*^ Street be re-initiated pursuant to 
California Streets and Highways Code, Division 9, Part 3, Public Streets, Highways and Service 
Easements Vacation Law. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering be directed to process this vacation 
request under Council File No. 16-0206, Engineering Work Order No. E140I266, and apply the 
conditions established under the Council Action of January 27, 2017 relative to Council File No 
16-0206.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, California Vehicle Code Section 22507 authorizes cities to restrict the parking of 
vehicles, including but not limited to, those vehicles that are six feet or more in height, on 
identified City streets during certain hours; and 

WHEREAS, the Los Angeles Municipal Code Section 80.69,4 allows the Council to authorize 
by resolution, the streets upon which the parking of oversize vehicles shall be restricted between 
2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m.; and 

\\^HEREAS, an area of Sylmar is experiencing public safety issues associated with large vehicles 
that are parked overnight and block travel lanes, thereby creating hazardous conditions; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the City Council, pursuant to the Municipal Code 
Section 80.69.4, and the California Vehicle Code Section 22507 hereby prohibits the parking of 
vehicles that are in excess of 22 feet in length or over 7 feet in height, during the hours of 2:00 
a.m. to 6:00 a.m., along both sides of Foothill Blvd. from Yamell St. to Bledsoe St, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that upon the adoption of the Resolution, the Department of 
Transportation be directed to post signs giving notice of a “tow away, no parking” restriction for 
oversized vehicles, with the specific hours detailed, at the above locations; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOL\ED, that the Department of Transportation be authorized to make 
technical corrections or clarifications to the above instructions in order to effectuate the intent of 
this Resolution.

WHEREAS, California Vehicle Code Section 22507 authorizes cities to restrict tire parking of 
vehicles, including but not limited to, those vehicles that are six feet or more in height, on 
identified City streets during certain hours; and

by resolution, the streets upon which die parking of oversize vehicles shall be restricted between 
2:00 a.m. and 6:00 a.m.; and 

WHEREAS, an area of Pacoima is experiencing public safety issues associated with large 
vehicles that are parked overnight and block travel lanes, thereby creating hazardous conditions; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the City Council, pursuant to the Municipal Code 
Section 80.69.4, and the California Vehicle Code Section 22507 hereby prohibits the parking of 
vehicles that are in excess of 22 feet in lengtli or over 7 feet in height, during the hours of 2:00 
a.m. to 6:00 a.m., along the following street segments: 

Montague St. fi'om Glenoaks Blvd. to San Fernando Rd. 

Norris Ave from Osborne St to Montague St 
Bradley Ave from Montague St. to dead end 
San Fernando Rd from Osborne St. to Branford St. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that upon the adoption of the Resolution, the Depaitraent of 
Transportation be directed to post signs giving notice of a “tow away, no parking” restriction for 
oversized vehicles, with the specific hours detailed, at the above locations. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Department of Transportation be authorized to make 
teclmical corrections or clarifications to the above instructions in order to effectuate the intent of 
this Resolution.
